whole "fetch" of the Pa- 
cific, it has been practica- 
ble for moderate-sized steamers, and 
there used to be daily communication 
between Kochi and Kobe and Osaka. 
Its entrance is cursed by a most treacher- 
ous, constantly shifting sand-bar, which 
moves to and'fro and rises and falls ac- 
cording to the swell that comes in from 
the Pacific, so that it is a continual men- 
ace and injury- to fishermen, merchants 
and farmers. Last Augiist three typhoons 
swept over Shikoku, which left this bar 
a firm beach 300 yards long and fifty 
yards wide; and from two to ten feet 
above high-water mark. 
The people 
appealed to the Governor, who could do 
nothing. 
There were several engineer- 
ing schemes for dealing with the bar, 
but tliey requii-ed time and money, both 
of whicli were wanting. 
The oldest 
inhabitant then remembered that a simi- 
lar calamity occurred thirty-seven yeai-s 
ago, and had been conquered by the 
whole population turning to and' dig- 
ging a channel. 
The whole jMipulation 
accordingly now turned to and worked 
on the beach for three days, at the end 
of which time they had" dug a canal 
twenty-one feet wide and seven feet 
deep and success seemed certain.

The anumnt of material necessary in 
the construction of a 1,200-ton steamer 
is simply astonishing.

iron, I20 bales of oakum to calk 
the 
seams, and fully $5,000 Avorth of paint. 
The cost of such a boat at the yardi^ 
runs aliout $80,000, to which an 
addi- 
tional $2.j,000 may be added for fur- 
nishing. 
It 
takes 
generally 
about 
five months to put u p a 1,600-ton boat, 
and it should last ten years with ordi- 
nary care. 
When the hull of a boat is 
finished, 
every 
nook 
and 
comer 
is 
filled with salt, about 100 barrels being 
used for a 1,200-ton boat. 
This is done 
to prevent the rotting of the timber, 
and, strangely enough, the cabins and 
u p p e r w-orks usually decay much sooner 
than the hull.—Olobe-DemocraL

tA\ een all rooms. 
There is no plaster- 
ing. 
The first story is finished by ceil- 
ing the frame to the height of chair rail 
and covering the remaining jiortion of 
the Avails and ceilings Avith a stiff card- 
lK)ard, covering the joints Avith strips,

unmounted one can be procured and 
have all the paper cut away.

and carefully and gradually all 
the 
l)aper should be rubbed 
aAvay, 
and 
only the black and Avhite iini)ression 
left upon the glass.

The great mass of 
the 
American 
people live on tough meat uncooked 
and iced-water unfiltered. 


I take it for granted that sheep and 
cattle are b o m at as tender an age in 
America as elsewhere, but the Society 
for the Protection of Animals probably 
prevents their being killed for food 
while they are young enough to enjoy 
life, and .so the patriarchs are reserved 
for the table. 


That Avhich renders the problem of 
dining almost past solAring is that the 
meat has to be attacked Avith plated 
knives Avhich tear, but do not cut it.

or sand Avill be visible at the bottom 
of it.

in one l)reath: 


"Croutaupoturbotsshrimpsauceroast- 
beefturkeycranberrysaucepota t o e s t o- 
m a t o e s a p p l e t a r t m incepievanilla- 
cream." 


D o not attemi>t to stop her; she is 
wound up, and Avhen she is started is 
bound to go to the end. 
You must not 
hope that she will repeat the menu a 
seconu time either. If you did not hear, 
so'much the Avorse for you. 
I'nfortu- 
nately the consequences are grave: it is 
not one dish that you miss, it is the 
Avhole dinner. Y'ou are obliged to order 
all your repast at once, and the whole 
is brought you from soup to cheese at 
one time, 


I Avas so ill-in3i)ired one day as to 
order some soup to begin Avith. 
The 
waitress refused doAvnright to bring me 
anything more. 


"That is all you ordered," she said to

The (luestion <if the deepest Avell in 
A m e r i c a is not an easy one to answer. 
The data in regard to this matter ¡»i-e, to 
say the least, somewliat 
mixed. 
So 
far as Ave know, the well l)ored by !\fr. 
(xeorjre Westin^house in the yard of his 
Pittsburgh residence is the deej)est one 
which has l)een put down. 
At the time 
of its abandonment it had rt^av-hed a 
depth of i.'J'iO tVet. 
These may not be 
the exact fijiures, but are ([uite near. 
It Avas bored for the i)urpose of obtain- 
ing ^as. 
ft Avas abandoned oAving to 
the fact that some of the tools iM'came 
fast at thel>ottom and i-ould not bt- re- 
moved. 


The artesian Avell Avas named after a 
])i-oviiice in France (Artois). Avherethev 
have been for a long time in u.se. 
The 
name is 
UOAV often incorrt'ctly a])])lied 
to any l)ored Avell. 
It should, strictly 
s])eaking, be used only of those Avells 
Avhere the Avater is raised al)ove the 
ground, or alx)A e the local water-bear- 
ing strata, by pressure obtained from a 
distant elevated source. 
For example, 
the famous Avell at Grenelle, near Paris, 
flowed 
at the rate of 330 gallons of 
water per minute, at a height of 32 
feet aliOA-e the ground. Its temperature 
is 82 deg. Fahr. 
The well is 1.798 feet 
deep 


A Avell at Pesth yields 175,000 gal- 
lons of Avater per day. 
It is 3,100 feet 
deep. 
The water is hot, 161 deg. Fahr. 
It rises 35 feet above the surface. 


In Algeria artesian wells have proA'cd 
to be an immense blessing to the coun- 
trv. Their number must now be nearlv 
80. 
It is said that they yield 600,000 
gallons of water per hour. 
The 
first 
one that was sunk 
flowed 
at the rate 
of a trifle over 1,000 gallons per min- 
ute. 
Temperature 
of the water, 78 
deg. Fahr. 
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Passy was finished the flow of water 
from the Grenelle well, two mfles dii- 
tant, was diminished from 135 to 100 
gallons per minute. 
The Passy well 
for a time reached 5,500,000 gallons p*er 
day. 


The deepest European well is in Ger- 
many, some twenty-FIA'e miles 
from 
Berlin. 
It is 4,170 feet deep. 
The 
Algerian Avells are (piite shallow, one 
eing but 200 feet deep.—Mechanical 
NeiCiS.

DON' LJKB BLATX. 


A writer in the Milling TForZd says: 
Slate is not a safe material for mill 
aoofs. Not long ago I saw a slate 
roofed mill fired by heat from an ad- 
joining burning building. 
The heat 
cracked the slates and they ran off the 
roof in a shower, leaving dry wood ex- 
posed to the flames. 


Another building covered with shin- 
gles was equally exposed, and singu- 
larly enough the roof of the slate-cov- 
ered mill took fire before the roof of 
the 
shingle-covered building. The 
streams of water turned on the slates 
after they became hot caused their 
rapid destruction, while the wetted 
shingles were kept from burning. 
' 
The slate roof allowed streams of 
water to drip downward through the 
entire building, while the shingle roof 
protected the building which it covered. 
Slate roofs may prevent fires from fioat- 
ing sparks, and shingle roofs when very 
dry may invite fires from such sparks, 
but where 
buildings are crowded 
closely together, almost any one of the 
roofing material is better than slate, 
because in the case of crowded build- 
ings the slate is exposed to heat suffi- 
cient to break it and uncover the wood.

AMBMIOABB AXX> WMKMCHMma, 
As I said at the beginning of this 
paper, I found great difBculty in smn- 
ming'up in a short article the many im- 
pressions I formed during a six months' 
stay in America. I may, however, safely 
assert that the well-read, 
well-bred 
American is the most delightful of men, 
and that good 
American society is 
among the wittiest, the !nost genial, re- 
fined, and hospitable I have met wtth. 


But the more I travel and the more I 
look at other nations the more convinced 
am I that the French, with all their 
fàults, are the happiest people on earth. 
The Americans are certainly on the 
road to the possession of all that can 
contribute to the well being and success 
of a nation, but they seem to me to 
have nyssed the path that leads to real 
happiness. I do not think they know 
how to live. Their domestic joys are 
more shadowy than real. 
To live in a 
whirl is not to live well. America suf- 
fers from a general plethora. The 
French shop-keeper, for instance, who, 
in our small provin^al towns, locks the 
door of his shop from 12:30 to 1:30, so 
as not to be disturbed by pustomers 
while he is enjoying lus dinner with his 
wife and children, is nearer to the solu 
tion of that great problem of life, hap- 
piness, than the American in his head 
long chase after affluence. The Frenoh- 
mi^éays to himself : "I want to live 
as well and as long as I can ; I know I 
shall never have another chance." 


It is often charged against the Ameri- 
cans that they are given to bragging. 
But so are we all, in a different manner. 
And may not men who have done mar- 
vels be permitted a certain amount of 
self-glorification? It is said, too, that 
their eccentricity constantly leads them 
into folly and sometimes into license. 
But is it not better to have the libertj 
to err than to be obliged to run straight 
in leash? Their politics appeared to 
me perfectly childish, but if I am right, 
I may add that, like children, they will 
learn. It is by voting that people learn 
tovote.—Jfoa; O'Rell.

"^liile in the army, in the hospital, 
wounded for three long sumniev months, 
I lay ujjon my bed. There were several 
hosintal buildings in the place and about 
sixty wounded soldiers in each building. 
Those who bad similar wounds were 
placed side by side. There were five who 
had similar wounds to my own and were 
placed upon my immediate right. 
One 
after another of .these died until they 
were all gone but myself and my wound 
had assumed such a condition through | 
neglect that life was despaired of. 
Oh, 
the bitter sad days and nights I sjient 
tossing upon my bed. 
I thought if I 
could but once again feel my mother's 
hand upon m}- head, I could die in 
peace; but to die away from home, 
among strangers, through sheer neglect 
was more than heart could bear. 


After I had somewhat recovered from 
my wound, a soldier was brought and 
laid at my side who had received a gun 
shot wound in the right shoulder, the 
ball ranging downwaid in the region of 
the heart and passing out of the left 
side. 


I never sliall forget the first look that 
he gave me. Tliere was something pass- 
ing strange in his countenance. 
I saw 
at once that he bore upon liis brow the 
marks of a christian victor. 
Though 
there were traces in his countenance of 
the storms through which lie had passed 
he was like one Avho rode above the 
storm. 


We were permitted to remain together 
but a few days, during which time he 
told me his blessed exjierience. 
One 
afternoon he said: "I feel that I am 
dying now. 
Please write to my father 
and tell him that these eighteen months 
I have been in the army, the only por- 
tion of my life in which I have endeav- 
ored to live a Christian, are the happiest 
season of my life, and now, in my dying 
hours, my joy is unsi)eakable and full of 
glory." 
Oh that God would give me 
the inspiration and skill of an artist 
that I might but once paint that dying 
scene.

AFFAIRS. 


Major Byrd Willis, whose towering 
form was the most striking figure in 
Fredericksburg to my 
boyish eyes, 
writes: "My father, Lewis Willis, was 
a school-mate of Gen. Washington, his 
cousin, who was two years his senior. 
He spoke of the General's industry and 
assiduity at school as very remarkable. 
Whilst his l)rother and the other boys 
at play-time were at bandy or other 
games, he was behind the door cipher- 
ing. 
But one instance 
of youthful 
ebullition is handed down while at that 
school, and that was his romping with 
one of the largest girls; this was so un- 
usual that it excited no little comment 
among the other lads." 


The families of the neighborhood at 
that time are so well known that we 
may pretty surely identify the large 
girl as Jauii 
Strother, who married 
Hon, 
Thomas Lewis, son of the foun- 
der of Augusta County, Virginia, Jan. 
26, 1749. 
Their friendship, which be- 
gan with their a-b-c days at Falmouth, 
continued through life. The precocious 
cipherer, drawn from his retreat only 
by what Faraday described as 
the 
strongest force in nature—a pair of 
black eyes—siarvived in the surveyor 
and the soldier. 
The youth's love af- 
fairs Avill largely remain among the his- 
toric unknowables. 
It is said a young 
god came as a shepherd to the banks of 
the Jumna, and each of the shepherd- 
esses who danced to his piping thought 
she had him for a partner; there may 
have been similar illusion in the minds 
of some old ladies after the huge and 
homely youth on the 
Rappahanock 
turned out to be a national saint. Leav- 
ing out these and two or three legend- 
ary disappointments, it is certain that 
Washington suffered deeply from the 
rejection of his suit by Sally Gary. Sh 
was descended from a noble English 
family. 
(Hundson and Falkland), and 
no doubt there were influences enough 
to aause the preference for one of the 
house of Fairfax over a humble surveyor 
on their magnificent estate. 
But that 
she loved him is proved by her i^re- 
servation of the love-letters from him 
among her pajiers after her death, at 
an advanced age, in Bath, England. 
I have heard from a relative of the lady 
that Martha Washington was always 
rather cool toward this beautiful Mrs. 
G. W. Fairfax, of Belvoir; and perhaps 
not without reason, as not even mar- 
riage could cure her disposition to flirt 
with the young soldier between whom 
and herself thei'e had been "a tiiousand 
tender passages." 
That he could recall 
these fondly, as appears by one letter, 
even after his engagement -w-ith Mrs. 
Custis, renders it but too probable that 
in the latter affair the love was not ro- 
mantic. 
But he was only 26, and he 
was not a man on whom a wife's loyalty 
and devotion could be waisted.—Mon- 
cure D. Con icay, in Harper's Maga- 
zine.

Kev. T. • De Witt Talmage, preached 
to a vast audience in St. Lonis last 
Sunday. His subject was "The Slaugh- 
ter," and his text. Proverbs, vii. 21: "As 
an ox to the slaughter." The eloquent 
preacher said: 


There is nothing in the voice or man- 
ner of the butcher to indicate to the ox 
that there is death ahead. The ox thinks 
he is going on to a rich pasture field of 
clover, where all day long he will revel 
in the herbaceous luxuriance; but after 
a while the men and the boys close in 
upon him with sticks and stones and 
shouting, and drive him through bars 
and into a doorway.where he is fastened, 
and with a well aimed stroke the ax fells 
himi and so the anticipation of the 
redolent pasture field is completely dis- 
appointed. 
So many a youn/? man has 
been driven on by temptation to what he 
thought would be paradisiacal enjoy- 
ment; but after a while influences with 
darker hue and swarthier arm close in 
upon him, and he finds that instead of 
making an excursion into a garden he 
has been driven 
"as an ox to 
the 
slaughter." 


I. We are apt to blame young men for 
being destroyed when we ought to blame 
the influences that destroy them. 
So- 
ciety slaughters a great many young men 
by the behest, "You must keep up ap- 
pearances; whatever be your salary, you 
must dress as well as others, you must 
wine and brandy as many friends, you 
must smoke as costly cigars, you must 
give as expensive entertainments, 
and 
yon must live in as fashionable a board- 
ing-house. 
If you haven't the money, 
borrow. 
If you cau't borrow make a 
false entry, or subtract here and there a 
bill f r o m ' a bundle of bank bills; you 
will only havA to make the deception a 
little while; in a few months, or in a 
year or two, you can make all right. 
Nobody will be hurt by it; nobody will 
be the wiser. 
You yourself will not be 
damaged." 
By that 
awful process a 
hundred 
thousand 
men have 
been 
slaughtered for time and slaughtered 
for eternity. 


Suppose'you borrow. 
There is noth- 
ing wrong 
about 
borrowing 
money. 
There is hardly a man in the house but 
has sometimes borrowed money. 
Vast 
estates have been built on a borrowed 
dollar. 
But there are two kinds of bor- 
rowed money. 
Sloney borrowed for the 
purpose of starting 
or 
keeping 
up 
iigitimate enterprise and expense, and 
money borrowed to get that which you 
can do without. 
The first is right, the 
other is wrong. 
If you have 
money 
enough of your own to buy a coat, how- 
ever plain, and then you borrow money 
for a dandy's outfit, you have taken the 
first revolution of the wheel down grade. 
Borrow for the necessities; that may be 
well. 
Borrow for the luxuries; that tips 
your prospects over in the wrong direc- 
tion. 


The Bible distinctly says the barrower 
is servant of the lender. 
It is a bad 
state of things when you have to go 
down some other street to escape meeting 
ing some one you owe. 
If young meu 
knew what is the despotism of being in 
debt more of them would keep out of it. 
"What did debt do for Lord Bacon, with 
a mind towering above the 
centuries? 
It induced him to take bribes and con- 
vict himself 
as a criminal before all 
ages. 
What 
did debt 
do for 
Walter 
Scott? 
Broken hearted at Abbotsford. 
Kept him writing until his hand gave 
out in paralysis to keep the sheriff away 
from his pictures and statuary. 
Better 
for him if he had minded the 
maxim 
which he had chiseled over the 
fire- 
place at Abbotsford, 
"Waste not, waut 
not." 


The trouble is, my friends, the people 
do not understand the ethics of goiug 
in debt, and that if you purchase goods 
with no expectation of paying for them, 
or go into debts which you cannot meet, 
you steal just so much money. 
If I go 
into a giocer's store, and I buy 
sugars 
and coffees and meats, with no capacity 
to pay for them and no intention ot 
paying for them, I am more dishonest 
than if I go into the store, and when the 
grocer's face is turned the other way I 
fill my pockets with the articles of mer- 
chandise and carry off a ham. 
In the 
one case I take the merchant's time, and 
I take the 
time of 
his messenger to 
transfer the goods to my house, while 
in the other case I take none of the 
time of the merchant, and I wait upon 
myself, and I transfer the goods without 
any trouble to him. 
In other words a 
sneak thief is not so bad as a man who 
contracts for debts he never oxpects to 
p^y- 


Yet in all our cities there are families 
that move every May daj' to get into 
proximity to other grocers and meat 
shops 
and 
apothecaries. 
They 
owe 
everybody within a half of mile of where 
they now live, and next May they will 
move into a distant 
part 
of 
the city, 
finding 
a new lot of victims. Meanwhile 
you, the honest family in the new house, 
are bothered daj' by day by the knocking 
at the door of disappointed bakers, and 
butchers, and dry goods dealers, and 
newspaper carriers, and you are ask 
where your predecessor is. 
You do not 
know.. It was arranged you should not 
know. 
Meanwhile your predecessor has 
gone to some distant 
part 
of the city, 
and the people who have anything to 
sell have sent their wagons aed stopped 
there to solicit the "valuable" custom of 
the niew neighbor, 
and 
he, the 
new 
neighbor, with great complacency and 
with an air of affluence, orders the finest 
steaks and the highest priced sugars, 
and the best of the canned fruits, and, 
perhaps all the newspapers. 
And 
the 
debts will keep on accumulating «ntil 
he gets his goods on the 30th of nsxt 
April in the furniture cart. 


Now, let me say, if there are any such 
persons in the house, if you have any 
regard fcr your own convenience, you 
had better remove to some greatly dis- 
tant part of the city. It is too bad that, 
having had all the trouble of consuming 
the goods, you should also have the 
trouble of being dunned! And let me 
say that if you find that this pictures 
your own photograph, instead of being 
in church you ought to be in the pen- 
itentiary! No wonder that so many of 
our merchants fail in business. They 
are swindled into bankruptcy by these 
wandering Arabs, these nomads of city 
life. They cheat the grocer out of the 
green apples which make them sick, the 
physician who attends their distress, 
and the undertaker who fits them out 
for departure from the neighborhood 
where they owe everybody when they 
pay the debt of nature, the only debt 
they ever do pay! 
§ 


Now ouryoung men are coming up in 
this depraved state of commercial ethics, 
and I am solicitous about them. I want 
to warn them against beisg slaughtered 
on the sharp edges of debt. Yon want 
many things you have not, my young 
friends. You shall have them if you 
hav« patience and honesty and industry. 
Certain lines of conduct always lead cut 
to csrtain successes. 


There is a law which controls even 
those things that seem haphazard. I 
have been told by thOse who have ob- 
•erred that it is ppssible to calculate 
many 
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of is the liqk between two eternities— 
the eternity oi th^ast and the eternity 
of the future. Head the right way, 
young man, and you will come out at 
the right goal. 


Bring me a young man and tell me 
what his physical health is, and what 
his mental caliber, and what his habits, 
and I will tell you what will be his 
destiny for this world, and his destiny 
for the world to come, and I will not 
make five inaccurate prophecies out of 
the five hundred. All this makes me 
solicitous in regard to young men, and 
I want to make them nervous in regard 
to the contraction of unpayable debts. 
I give you a paragraph from my own ex- 
perience. 


My first settlement as pastor was in a 
village. My salary was $800 and a par- 
sonage. The amount seemed enormous 
to me. I said to myself, "What! all this 
for one year?" I was afraid of getting 
worldly under so much prosperity! Ire- 
solved to invite all the congregation to 
my house in groups of twenty-five each. 
We began, and as they were the b-3st con- 
gregation in all the world, and we felt 
nothing was #oo good for them, we piled 
all the luxuries on the table. I never 
completed the undertaking. At the end 
of six months I was in financial despair. 
I found what every young man learns in 
time to save himself, or too late, that 
you miist measure the size of a man's 
body before you begin to cut the cloth 
for his coat. 


When a young man willfully and of 
choice, having the comforts of life, goes 
into the contraction of unpayable debts 
he knows not into what he goes. 
The 
creditors get after the debtor, the pack 
of hounds in full cry, and alas! for the 
reindeer. 
They jingle his 
door-bell 
before he gets up in the morning, 
they 
jingle his door-bell after he has gone to 
bed at night. 
They meet him as 
he 
comes off his front steps. 
They send 
him a postal card, or a letter, in'curtest 
style, telling him to pay up. 
They at- 
tach his goods. 
They want cash, or a 
note at thirty days, or a note on demand. 
They call him a knave. 
They say he 
lies.' They wart him disciplined at the 
church. 
They want him turned out of 
the bank. 
They come at him from this 
side, and from that side, and from be- 
fore, and from behind, and from above, 
and from beneath, and he is 
insulted, 
and gibbeted, lud 
sued, 
and 
dunned, 
and sworn a., until he gets the nervous 
dyspepsia, 
gets neuralgia, 
gets 
liver 
complaint, gets heart disease, gets con- 
vulsive disorder, gets consumption. 


Now he is dead, and you say: 
"Of 
course they will let him alone." 
Oh. 
no! 
Now they 
are 
watchful 
to 
see 
whether there are any unnecessary ex- 
penses at the obsequies, to see whether 
there is any useless handle on the cas- 
ket, to see whether there is any surplus 
plait on the shroud, to see whether the 
hearse is costly or cheap, to see whether 
the flowers sent to the casket have been 
bought bj' the family or donated, to see 
in whose name the deed to the grave is 
made out. 
Then they ransack the bereft 
household, the books, the pictures, 
the 
carpets, the chairs, the sofa, the piano, 
the mattresses, the pillow on which he 
dies. 
Cursed be debt! 
For the sake of 
your own happiness, 
for the sake of 
your good morals, for the sake of your 
immortal souls, for God s sake, 
young 
man, as far as possible, keep out of it. 


II. But I think more youug men 
are 
slaughtered through 
irréligion. 
Take 
away a youug man's religion and you 
make him the prey 
of evil. 
We 
all 
know that the Bible is the only perfect 
sjstem of morals. 
Now if yoii waut to 
destroy the youug man's morals take his 
Bible away. How will you do it? 
Well, 
you will caricature his reverence for the 
Scriptures, you will take all those inci- 
dents 
of the Bible which can be made 
mirth of—Jouah's whale, Samson's foxes, 
Auaui's rib—then you will caricature ec- 
ceutric- Christians or iucousistent Chris- 
tians, tbeu you will pass off" as your own 
all those hackneyed arguments against 
Christiauity 
which are as old as Tom 
Taiue, as old as Voltaire, as old as sin. 
Now you have captured his Bible, and 
you have taken his strongest 
fortress; 
the way is comparatively clear, and all 
the gates of his soul are set open in in- 
vitation to the sius of earth aud the sor- 
rows of death, that they may come 
in 
and 
drive the stake for their encamp- 
ment. 


A steamer fifteen hundred miles from 
shore with broken rudder and lost com- 
pass, aud hulk leaking fifty gallons the 
hour, 
is better 
off than a youug man 
wheu you have robbed him of his Bible. 
Have you ever noticed how despicably 
mean it is to take away the world's Bible 
without proposing a substitute? 
It is 
meaner thau to come to a sick man aud 
steal his medicine, meaner than to come 
to a cripple aud steal his crutch, meaner 
than to come to a pauper aud steal 
his 
crust, meaner thau to come to a poor 
man aud burn his house 
down. 
It 
is 
the worst 
of all larcenies to steal the 
Bible, which has been the crutch 
aud 
medicine and food aud eternal home to 
so many! 
What a generous aud mag- 
nanimous busiuess iufidelity has goue 
iuto! 
This splitting 
up 
of life boats 
aud taking away of fire escapes aud ex- 
tiuguishiug ot light-houses. 


I come out and say to such people. 
"What are you doing all this for?" "Oh," 
they say, "just for fun." 
It is such fun 
to gee Christuius try to hold on to their 
Bibles! 
Many of them have lost loved 
ones, and have been told there is a res- 
urrection. and it is such fun totellthem 
there will be no resurrection! 
Many of 
them have believed that Christ came to 
carry the burdens aud to heal the wounds 
of the world, and it is such fun to tell 
them they will have to be their own 
saviour! 
Think of the meanest thing 
you ever heard of; then go down a thou- 
sand feet uuderneath it, aud you will 
find yourself at the top of a stairs a 
hundred miles long; go to the bottom of 
the stairs, and you will find a ladder a 
thousand miles long; then go to the foot 
of the ladder and look off a precipice 
half as far as from here to China, and 
you will find the headquarters of the 
meanness that would rob this world of 
its only comfort'in life, its only peace in 
death and its only hope for immorality. 
Slaughter a young man's faith in God, 
and there is not much more left to 
slaughter. 


Now, what has become of the slaugh- 
tered? 
Well, some of them are in their 
father's or mother's house broken down 
in health, waiting to die; others are in 


hospital; others are in Greenwood, 
or, rather, their bodies are, for their 
souls have gone on to retribution. 
Not 
much prospect for a young man who 
started life with good health, and good 
education, and a Christian example set 
him, and opportunity of usefulness, who 
gathered all his treasures and put them 
in one box, and then dropped it into the 
sea. 


Now, how is this wholesale slaughter 
to be stopped? There is not a person in 
the house but is interested in that ques- 
tion. Young man, arm yourself. The 
object of my sermon is to put a weapon 
in each of your hands for your own de- 
fense. Wait not for Young Men's Chris- 
tian Associations to protect you, or 
chtirches to protect you. Appealing to 
God for held, take care of yourself. 


First, have a room somewhere that you 
can call your own. Whether it be the 
back parlor of a fashionable boarding- 
house, or a room in the fourth story of a 
cheap lodging, I care not. Only have 
that one room for yonr fortress. liet not 
the dissipator or nnolean step over the 
threshold. If they eome np the long 
flight of stain and kM#k at the door, 
face tofaee ,iMUl k i n ^ yet 
»fase them ad|t||la»9e. Have a 
wall, if yott 
I f e w oovii- 
Um stand. 


Hake that room yonr Gibraltar, yonr 
Sebastopol, your Mount Zion. Let no 
bad b%ok or newspaper come into that 
room, any more than yon would allow a 
cobra to coil on yonr table. 


Take care of yourself. Nobody else 
will take care of you. Your help will 
not come up two or three or four flights 
of stairs; your help will come through 
the roof, down from Heaven, from that 
God who in the six thousand years of 
the world's history never betrayed a 
young man who tried to be good and a 
Christian. Let me say in regard to your 
adverse worldly circumstances, in pass- 
ing, that you are on a level now with 
those who are finally to succeed. Mark 
my words, young man, and think of it 
thirty years from now. You will find that 
those who thirty years from now are the 
millionaires of this country, who are 
the orators of the country; who are the 
poets of the country, who are the strong 
merchants of the country, who are the 
great philanthropists of the country— 
mightiest in church and State—are this 
morning on a level with you, not an inch 
above, and you in straitened circum- 
stances now. 


Herschel earned his living by playing 
a violin at parties, and in the interstices 
of the play he would go out and 
look 
up at the midnight Heavens, the fields 
of 
his 
immortal 
conquests. 
George 
Stephenson 
rose from being tho fore- 
man in a colliery to be the most 
re- 
nowned 
of the' world's engineers. 
No 
outfit, no capital to start with! 
Young 
man, go down to the Mercantile Library 
and get some books and read of 
what 
wonderful mechanism God gave you in 
your hand, in your foot, in your eye, in 
your ear, and then ask some doctor to 
take you into the dissecting-room 
and 
illustrate to you what you have read 
about, and never again commit the blas- 
phemy of saying you have no capital to 
start with. 
Equipped! 
Why, the poor- 
est young man in this house'is equif ped 
as only the God of the whole universe 
could afford to equip him. 
Then his 
body—a very poor affair compared 
with 
his wonderful soul—oh, that is what 
makes me solicitous. 
I am not so much 
anxious about you, young man, because 
you have so little to do with, as I am ^ 
anxious about you because you have 
much to risk and lose or gain. 


There is no class of persons that so 
stir my sj'mpathies as young men in 
great cities. 
Not quite enough salary 
to live on, and all the temptations that 
come from the deficit. 
Invited on all 
hands to d*ink, and their 
exhausted 
nervous system 
seeming 
to 
demand 
stimulus. 
Their religion caricatured by 
the most of the clerks in the store and 
most of the operatives in the factory. 
Tho rapids 
of temptation 
and death 
rushing against that young man forty 
miles the hour, and h e - i n a frail boat 
headed up stream, with nothing but a 
broken oar to work with. 
Unless 
mighty God help them they will 
go 
under. 


Ah! wheu I told you to take care of 
yourself you misunderstood me if you 
thought i meant you are to depend upon 
human resolution which may be 
dis- 
solved in the foam of the wine cup. or 
may be blown out with the first gust of 
temptation. 
Here 
is the 
helmet, the 
sword of Lord God Almighty. 
Clothe 
yourself in that panoply and you shall 
not be put to confusion. 
Sin pays well 
neither in this world nor the next, but 
right thinking, and right believing, and 
right acting, 
will take you 
in safety 
through 
this 
life 
and 
in 
transport 
through tlie next. 


I never shall forget a prayer I heard 
a youug man make some fifteen years 
ago. 
It was a very short prayer, but it 
was a tremendous prayer: 
"Oh Lord, 
help us. 
We find it so very easy to do 
wrong au.d so hard to do right. 
Lord, 
help us." 
That prayer, I warrant you, 
reached the ear of 
God, and reached 
His heart. 
Aud there are in this house 
a hundred meu who have fouud out—a 
thousand youug meu. 
perhaps, 
who 
have fouud out that very thiug. 
It is so 
verv easy to do wroug, aud so hard to do 
right. 


I got a letter, ouly one paragraph 
of 
which 
I shall read: 
"Having 
moved 
arouud 
somewhat 
I have ruu 
across 
many yoxiug meu of iutelligeuce. ardent 
strivers after that will-o -the-wisj), for- 
tjiue, aud of oue of these I woixld speak. 
He was a youug Englishman of twenty- 
three 
or four years, who came to New 
York, where he had actjuaintauces, with 
barely sufficient to keep him a couple of 
weeks. 
He had been tenderly reared; 
perhaps I should say too tenderly, and 
was not used to earning his living, and 
found it extremely difficult to get auy 
position that he was capable of 
filling. 
After many vain efforts in this direction 
he found himself himself on 
Sunday 
evening in Brooklyn, near your church, 
with 
about three 
dollars 
left of 
his 
small capital. 
Providence seemed 
to 
lead him to your door, aud 
he 
deter- 
mined to go iu aud hear you. 


"He told me his going to hear you that 
uight was undoubtedly the turning point 
in his life, for when he went into your 
church 
he felt desperate, 
but 
while 
listening to your discourse his better 
nature got the mastery. 
I truly believe 
from what this youug mau told me that 
your sounding the depths of his heart 
that night alone brought him back to 
his God whom he was so near leaving." 


The echo, that 
is, of multitudes in 
the house. 
I am not 
preaching an ab- 
straction, 
but 
a great reality. 
Oh! 
friendless young mau. 
Oh! 
prodigal 
young man. Oh! broken-hearted 
young 
man, discouraged young man, wounded 
youug man, I commend you to Christ 
this day, the best friend a man ever had. 
He meets you this morning. 
Y'ou 
have 
come here for this blessing. 
Despise 
not that emotion rising in your soul; 
it is divinely lifted. 
Look iuto the face 
of 
Christ. 
Lift one prayer to your 
father's God, to your mother's God,and 
get the pardoning blessing. 
Now.while 
I speak, you are at the forks of the road, 
and this is the right road, and that is the 
wrong road, and I see lyou start on the 
right road. 


The great musician, who more than 
any other artist 
has made the violin 
speak and sing and weep and laugh and 
triumph—for it seemed when he drew 
the bow across the strings as if all earth 
and Heaven trembled in delighted sym- 
pathy—the 
great mnsician, 
in a room 
looking off upon the sea, and surrounded 
bj' his favorite instruments 
of music, 
closed his eyes in death. 
While all the 
world was mourning at his departure, 
sixteen crowded steamers fell into line 
of funeral procession to carry his body 
to the main 
land. 
There were 
fifty 
thousand of his countrymen gathered in 
an 
amphitheater of the hills waiting to 
heat the eulogium, a u d i t was said when 
the great orator of the day with sten- 
torian voice began to speak, the 
fiftv 
thousand people on the nillsides burst 
into tears. 


Oh! that was the close of a life that 
had done so much to make the world 
happy. But I have to tell you, young 
man, if yen live right and die right, that 
was a tame scene compared with that 
which will greet you when from the gal- 
lories of Heaven the one hundred and 
forty and four thousand shall accord 
with Christ in crying, "Well done, thov 
good and faithful servant." 


And the influences that on earth you 
put in motion will go down from gener- 
ation to generation, the influences you 
wound up handed to your children, and 
their influences wound up and handed 
to their children until watch and clock 
are no more needed to mark the pro- 
cess, because time itself shall be no 
foi

WHAT THE LESSON TEACHES. 


Planted a vineyard. 
Revelation begins 
with tho words, "In the beginning God cre- 
ated the heaven und the earth," and closes 
with the communication. "Surelv. I como 
quickly." Kightly indeed it could be said. 
"The earth is the Lord's, and the fullness 
thereof; the world, and they that dwell 
therein." All is God's, naught is our own. 
With reference to the King alone could it be 
said, "Lift up your heads, O ye gates." And 
only as we are joined to his train by grace 
do we enter rightfully in through the gates 
into the Lord's own. It is oniy in Christ 
that we can utter in else than despair tho 
wondrous pilgrim chaut: "Whoshallascond 
into the hill of the Lord? who shall stand 
in his holy place? He that hath clean 
hands and a pure heart; who hath not lifted 
up his soul unto vanity, nor sworn deceit- 
fully." None but Christ could enter in hit- 
own right. 


Let it out to Jiushandnien. 
We have it to 
work, that is alL Here is a man with a 
thousand-dollar loan. He pays six cents on 
every dollar of it every year. Why? Be- 
cause it is not his own; it has been let to 
him for use. 
This man in the West has 
charge of ten thousand dollars' worth of 
stock. He sends back to the Last, perhaps, 
a third of all receipts. It is a sign that the 
capital is not his own; he is employing it 
for another man to whom it belongs. 
This 
^ r m is being worked on shares. 
One-half 
every crop, one-lialf of all receiins, is 
apportioned off for another man—the owner. 
What right have we to the things of this 
§arth? The right of a steward, simply, 
olely. Are you making your returns to the 
Master? Ten per cent, you owf before you 
can begin to speak of a gift. Was a tenth 
|of last month's or last week's income laid 
laside for tho Lord ? .\re you bringiuir your 
jtithes into the storehouse? Our blacksmith 
Triend is right in his "Path to Wealth or 
Light from my Forge." (Have you read it?) 
"Systematic Giving," he says, "I prefer to 
call systematic paying of what we owe to 
God." 


The frvit of the vineyards 
Is it spiritual 
fruit our Lord desirfis? Then know by only 
actual offerings aud real sacrifices can he 
have even these blessed returns of the 
heart. Do you recall that significant re- 
sponse of Paul's when Epaphroditifc; camo 
into his cell at IJome. bending undor the 
donations of the generous Christians of 
Pliilippi? Hear him; 
"Not because I de- 
sire a gift, but I desire Jrnit 
that may 
abound to your account." That which is 
eivou in Christ-love is counted for fruit. 
We have just been having what we call, 
for want of a bett"r word, "a gift-service." 
It is a free-will olTering. over and above 
ordinary benefactions. Always large, nev- 
er failing to agreeably surprise us with its 
fi'i'ness, do you know? it has more of the 
smell of genuine fruitiige than 
all the 
other gatherings of the church. 


Beathuj some and killing xome. In brief 
form it is the history of Israel's treatment 
of n'le prophet. Thoy dishonored and broke 
the hearts of the earlier servants of the 
Lord ty simply sending them away empty, 
Moses lind Samuel grieving over the fruit- 
lessness of tho code as administered by 
them. Tiie prophets of tho middle coursé 
could say in the disconsolate language of 
Elijah the Tishbite, "The children ofl srael 
have forsaken thy covenant, thrown down 
tfiino altars, and slain thy prophets with 
the edge of the sword; and I even I only am 
left and they seek my life to take it away." 
This was a little worse than the realty, it 
being left for tho times of Jeremiah and his 
confreres to realize the ful^rebelliousness 
and cruelty of degenerate Israel. Is it not 
the treatment untruth is ever disposed to 
yield the truth? Read what our Saviour 
says in John 15, concerning the worldly, 
self-exalting spirit: "If the world hate you 
ye know that it hated me before it hated 
you." The blow received by the servant is 
in reality a blow aimed at the Master. 


Jianing yet therefore one son, his irell he- 
loved. 
It was tho final and culminating 
overture, the last and crowning gift out of 
the heart of inflnit*; love. It included all 
that ha<l g:)no before and all that could 
possibly <*ome after. 
hen God gave his 
Son he gave all that he had. It was eternal 
love giving itself. There is deep pathos in 
the word.

It was all he had, his very all, and well be- 
loved. Yet he spared not even his own Son, 
but freely sent him forth. TruJv "'herein is 
love." He "gave his Son." Fathom such a 
profound, if you can. 


They took him and killed him. 
That for 
reverence. O, the dreadful malignity of it! 
Were wo not so familiar with it how the 
mere statement would shock us'. We K%ve 
read how it startled the Esquimaw «-hief, 
Kttsaignak. The young girl who grev,- up to 
years cf maturity before she hoard the 
story or the gospel wept and then cried 
aloud at the enormity of the offense. Ter- 
rible it was, but who did it? The Jew of 
nineteen centuries ago? We cast him out 
to-day with our unbelief, we slav him and 
crucify him afresh with our sins; every 
airont to his truth is a spear aimed at his 
heart, every mocking of his message is a 
revilement at tho foot of his cross. 
Look 
within. 


Marvelous in our eyes. 
Our hands have 
naught to do with it. It is the Lord's do- 
ing and it is only for our eyes to take it in. 
What is impossible with man is possible 
with God. \es, and tho inconceivablo be- 
comes the actual—actual to faith. The re- 
jected stone stands forth marvelous in its 
strength and beauty. 
More wonderful still 
the rejected and the rejectinjr people rise to 
acceptance in the beloved. 
O may we fall 
into the hands of God for his mercy! "To 
grotr here and there," says Jennie 
M. 
Drinkwater, "we must suffer his will to be 
done in us. 
To tcork, here and there, we 
must suffer his will to be done through us. 
God's will for you will bo done by his will 
in you ¡»nd through you." 
Is not this your 
petition, too, "Give me all thy w«l?" Bay 
in the devout spirit of another, "Take thine 
own will with me, O Lord; thou canst not 
otherwise than bless."

Scatter sassafras bark among dried 
fruit to keep it from becoming wormy. 


When flatirons become rusty, black 
them with stove jwlish, and rub well 
with a dry brush. 


Lamp wicks give a better light when 
cut squarely across, and should not be 
jjecked off, as some advocate. 


If soap is purchased in large quan- 
tities. and kept in a warm, dry place, 
half the usual amount will be required. 


A sure and safe w ay to remove grease

•oofs. Not long ago I. saw a slate 
roofed mill fired by heat from an ad- 
Joining burning building. 
The heat 


cracked the slates and they ran off the 
roof in a shower, leaving dry wood ex- 
posed to the flames. 


Another building covered with shin- 


gles was equally exposed, and singu- 
larly enough the roof of the slate-cov- 
ered mill took fire before the roof of 
the shingle-covered building. 
The 


rtreanuof water turned on the slates 
after they became hot caused their 
rapid destruction, while the wetted 
shingles were kept from burning. 
' 


The slate roof allowed streams of 


water to drip downward through the 
entire building, while the shingle roof 
protected the building which it covered. 
Slate roofs may prevent fires from float- 
ing sparks, and shingle roofs when very 
dry may invite fires from snch sparks, 
but where buildings 
are crowded 


closely together, almost any one of the 
roofing material is better than slate, 
because In the case of crowded build- 
ings the slate is exposed to heat suffi- 
cient to break it and uncover the wood,
